FIFTY BLANK WARRANTS. 

We published a few days ago a copy 
ot a Jetter which had been furnished us, 
written by one Calvin Cox, a Radical of 
Pitt county, to Marshal S. T. Carrow, 
giving the names of certain persons 
whom Cox charged with being disor- 
derly, asking that warrants be issued 
for their arrest, and requesting that the 
Marshal send jif/ty additional blank war 
rants, as there were several other indi- 
viduals in Pitt who were not named. 
but upon whom Cox was anxious to 
visit his direful vergeance. 

We do not know whether the blank 
warrants were issued or not, but pre- 
sume they were, as over thirty highly 
respectable and honorable citizens of 
that county were subsequently arrested | 
and taken to Goldsboro, where they 
had a hearing before United tates 
Commissioner Robinson. Upon exami 
nation, they were all unconditionally 
released, no evidence whatever being 
adduced against them, to show any 
violation of the laws of the United 
States, as charged by Cox. The Com- 
missioner, who isa Republican, as we 
learp from some of the prisoners them- 
selves, was highly indignant at the 
conduct of Cox, and characterized his 
action in the premises in language not 
altogether complimentary to that ex- 
ceedingly officious and malignant indi- 
vidual. 

But what we desire to call especial 
attention to is the demand made by Cox 
for fifty biank warrants, for the arrest 
of such persons as were odious or hos- 
tile to himself.
